During the last year Calgary Pow- 
er and Farm Electric Services pur- 
jqitased almost 387,000 poles. This 
represents about 300 carloads. It also 
represents every pole which could be 
purchased from all suppliers during 
‘tite year. With the farm electrifica- 
tion, transmission line, and distri- 
bution line, and the distribution sys- 
tem expansion program going on al] 
across Canada and in the United 
States tie suppliers of poles and 
many other items of material just 
cannot keep up with the demand. It 
is the hope that this situation will 
soon improve. 


Rural electrification to new aréas 
is going ahead on schedule. As time 
goes on more transmission lines will 
be built by the power companies in 
new locations and many of these are 
now in the planning stage. This 
will advace farm electrification be- 
cause it will bring central station 
service close to areas where supply- 
ing service to such areas now,  be- 
cause of their remoteness from pres- 
ent transmission lines would be very 
costly. 

There is another partner in the 
Farm Elecrtification Co-operative 
Association plan whom * we haven’t 
mentioned. It is the farmer’s wife. 
She has been one of the most effective 
forces in thle successful progress 
which has been made. 
she been enthusiastic in supporting 
the forming of the associations but in 
many cases she-has provided the good 
meals for the construction crews at 
reasonable cost. Mrs. Farmer gets 
her reward when the power is turned 
on, She tien has the op- 
portunity of obtaining all the house 
hold appliances to take much of the 
drudgery out of household tasks, 

It is gratifying to note that recog- 
nition is given, in the farm sale 
market, to the investment made by 
farmers in getting farm electrifica- 
tion. Under the “Farms for Sale” 
heading in the newspapers it is 
noticable that farms with electrifi- 
cation command a much better price 
than those without electrification. The 
difference in price is more than double 
the amount of money the farmers 
‘rave invested in line construction 
costs and building wiring costs to get 
the power. 

Farmers, through Rural Electrifica- 
tio, Co-operative Associations are ac-

Finds Made 
Every Two Days’ 


CALGARY.—Oil and natural 
gas discoveries in western Can- 
ada have been made at a record 
rate of about one every two days 
this year, according to figures 
released by Alberta's petroleum 
and natural gas conservation 
board. 

During the first 4% months of 
1952 there were 54 indicated discov- 
eries, more than 70 per cent. of them 
in Alberta, Twenty of the wells 
found oil or oil encouragement while 
34 struck natural gas or wet gas. 

Exploratory activity is high in 
northeastern British Columbia. Eight 
discoveries, seven gas strikes and one 
oil find, have been made to date this 
year. Saskatchewan has_ recorded 
seven discoveries, including four oil 
finds and three gas strikes. 

Crude oil production in Alberta for 
the week ended May 12 was up more 
than 36,000 barrels daily from the 
previous week, 

Daily average production for the 
week amounted to 170,287 barrels, 
compared with a daily average of 
134,061 barrels for the week ended 
May 5, and 152,414 barrels for the 
corresponding week last year,

REGINA.—About $500,000 will be 
spent in northern Saskatchewan this 
year on exploration and development 
of base metals, mainly in the border 
area near Flin Flon, Man. 

That district is the hottest claim- 
staking spot in Saskatchewan out- 
side the Beaverlodge field in the 
northwest. Geophysical surveys and 
considerable diamond drilling are ex- 
pected to continue this summer, 

The $500,000 estimate was made 
by Hon. J. H. Brockelbank, resources 
minister, in a review of the develop- 
ment in base metals expected this 
year, 

While base metals will continue to 
play second fiddle to uranium, Mr. 
Brockelbank said there are definite 
signs of an “upsurge” in activity. 

Considerable prospecting is ex- 
pected in the area south of Cree and 
Reindeer lakes in the Rottenstone and 
Churchill mining districts. 

However, the expenditure of $500,- 
000 is estimated on. the basis of the 
work programme planned for the 
three concessions and approximately 
2,000 claims in the base metal areas.

EDMONTON, — Alberta now has 
more than 3,000 oil wells, the petro- 
leum and natural gas conservation 
board reported, 

The board, in a report for the week

Discoveries Near Flin Flon 
May Shed Light On History 


FLIN FLON, Man.—Two discoveries made near here may shed 
additional light on the early history of northern Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan. The first find was made last fall when Frank 
Otaway, natural resources field officer here until a few weeks 
ago, uncovered an old camp site on the shore of Beaver lake, 
southwest of Flin Flon.
